Neither 
of the contestants will suffer ns much 
pain or inconvenience as a barefoot boy 
suffers'when he stubs his toe. The bishop 
will acknowledge that broad distinctions 
may bo placed out of sight by a gene-al 
term. For example, the English clergy- 
mm of the bishop's own faith does not 
call it 'gambling' when he makes one at 
the whist table with a shilling a corner 
dependent on t he rubber or the odd point, 
nor does the English clergyman call :t 
'sporting'when he umpires a game of 
cricket Sunday afternoon between two 
parish elevens."

The F. M. Roosa Ice Machine company 


has just fiuisned putting up an ice machine 
n the meat market of Blenz Bros on East 
Eldorado street. The machine IB some'hing 
atirely new, and only two have been put 
p in the United States, one in Springfield, 
he other in Decatur. The machine is run 
S a ten horse power engine. Ice is not 


made by reducing brine below 32° Fahren- 


elt and thus freezing water, as is the com- 


mon process 
Heat is extracted from the 


efrlgerator, reducing the temperature to 
bout the freezing point. 
Anhydro-ammonia,chemical pure ammon- 


a, reduced to a liquid by pressure, is used 
This liquid evaporates very quickly and 
in so doing will extract the heat from any 
essel or room In which it evaporates. 
The meat refrigerator is lined with iron 
ipes on all sides. The ammonia:!) pumped 
hrougb these pipes and the moisture is thus 
x traded from the atmosphere, freezing it on 
tie pipes. When the moisture is extracted 
11 heat is taken away, thus reducing the 
emperature of the refrigerator 


The machine was started yesterday after- 
oon at S o'clock, the temperature being 
bout 50 F 
Frve hours afterwirds the 


emperature was at the freezing point, the 
apes being covered with frozen moisture. 
As the ammonia can be used again the cost 
f running the machine is comparatively 
mall, being much less than what the 
Blenz's have been required to pay for ice 


The capacity of the machine is equal to 


he making of three tons of ice a day 
The 


otal cost Is between 84,000 and "85,000.

The case was that of Harris, Harris, and 


Allen against Benjamin A. Sands and Hob- 
ert B. F. Pierce, trustees of the Llt.&W. 
Harris, Harris and Allen own $€.000 of first 
mortgage bonds. There are 91,120,000 ot 
those bonds outstanding. They also own 
junior securities to tbe amount of 850,080 
or 
860,000. 
These 
other 
securities 


are 
not 
considered 
worth 
much, 


however, because there are so many prior 
liens on the pr. perty. They stand, too. In 
about the same proportion to the total In/ 
debteduess as the SO,000 of first mortgage 
bonds stands to the total number of such 
bonds outstanding. 


Tbe Harrises and Allen, are represented 


by Attorney Henry Crawford, of Chicago. 
He looks like a little man, but lie Is a big 
one—as big as a dozen ordinary men. 
He 


is a fighter, too, and all the Decatur attor- 
nevs who watched him yesterday talked 
most enthusiasticftlly of his achievements. 
He has a special car of his own. and has an 
income as big as the salary of the president 
of the United States. 


Mr Crawford asked Judge Tail for an 


order restraing the trustees from selling the 
jllinois end of the road, and for tbe ap 
pomtment of a receiver for this end.

Judge Vail decided that they were

They made no move to sell the road,

ten Poge and Crea & Ewing, of Decatur.
